lions and the role their prop¬ 
erty plays in the ambiance of 
the community. The 
Passionist Community are 
opposed to the rezoning of 
their property for reasons that 
have less to do with develop¬ 
ment and more to do with 
property rights. They under¬ 
stand that the property has 
monetary value and no doubt 
the thought of selling the 
lower portion of the property 
has come up a time or two 
over the last seventy years. 
But the vacant land also has 
value to them in other ways; 
as a buffer between civiliza¬ 
tion and the reflective envi¬ 
ronment they are attempting 
to provide the retreatants, as 
an expanse in which to find 
solitude and more practically, 
as parking for annual events 
such as the Fiesta and Sta¬ 
tions of the Cross. 

Apparently, some of our 
fellow citizens (many of 
whom live near or adjacent to 
the retreat property) have 
“gotten up” a petition as a 
means to counteract the 
Passionist’s attempt to pre¬ 
vent the rezoning of their 
property. Now as I stated 
earlier, in concept, this is fine. 
But as it was explained to me, 
a few of these individuals or 
those in support of the peti¬ 
tion, are quietly (if not 


openly) using the argument 
that it is a possibility this land 
could be sold as low income 
housing and accompanying 
this theory with some very 
explicit and very racial con¬ 
notations. Regardless of the 
fact that this is not possible, 
even under the current zoning 
of the property, if these types 
of comments are being made 
(and I heard it from a pretty 
reliable source), my willing¬ 
ness to brag about this town 
just dropped considerably. It 
has always been my under¬ 
standing that anyone was 
welcome in Sierra Madre 
provided they follow a few 
simple rules; obey the law, 
respect your neighbor’s 
rights, keep your yard up; 
your kids in line and your dog 
quiet, shop in town, donate a 
little time and money and at¬ 
tend the Fourth of July pa¬ 
rade. If a time comes when 
anyone feels uncomfortable 
or unwanted in Sierra Madre 
because of what they look 
like, how they speak or what 
church they attend, then what 
we have lost is far more im¬ 
portant than a few acres of 
undeveloped land. 

As a lifelong resident of 
Sierra Madre, I don’t want to 
see things change any more 
than anyone else. I’d love it 
if the Monastery property re¬ 
mained as it is forever but 
there are limits as to how far 
I would go to make this hap¬ 
pen. I may not like or agree 
with what a fellow member of 
the community wants to do 
with their property but their 
right to do it is a separate is¬ 
sue altogether. 

Regardless of your (or 
my) opinion on this or any 
future issue, the Passionists 
have been here for some sev¬ 
enty years and have earned 
their right as members of this 
community as much as any¬ 
one of us. Whether it’s the 
City Council, Planning Com¬ 
mission, Historical Society or 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution, 1 think we need 
to be very careful about sup¬ 
porting proposals or signing 
petitions that usurp the prop¬ 
erty rights of our fellow citi¬ 
zens, particularly when the 
motive is unclear or repre¬ 
sents the point of view of a 
select group of individuals.

A Few Hours 
of Yesterday

Under the winter noontime sun the Big Red Car growled 
up Lake Avenue, crossed Foothill Boulevard and then went 
east across northeast Altadena. In a few minutes, the pas¬ 
sengers, including me, were at the foot of the Mount Lowe 
Incline Railway. This funicular type of transportation was 
part of a complex consisting of the incline railway, the Echo 
Mountain trolley and the Mount Loew Hotel and Mount 
Lowe Observatory, all the fulfilled dreams fo Thaddeous 
Lowe, an early pioneer. 

The passengers took their seats on what resembled a sec¬ 
tion of steep bleachers, and soon the cables started snaking 
through grooves of the wheels and we were on our way. I 
have no idea what others thought, but I had the sensation that 
I was sitting still and the world was slipping away. As we 
ascended the steep slope, the world expanded and the hori¬ 
zons retreated. By the time we arrived at Echo Mountain, 
3500 feet from the starting point, the view was startling. But 
further excitement awaited us. The little trolley had what 
must have been the crookedest right-of-way of any transpor¬ 
tation system, skirting canyons and cliffs. In a few minutes 
we were almost at the front entrance of the fabled Mount 
Loew Hotel. I didn't realize that this was the one and only 
time I would ever see it. 

My destination was Mount Wilson, several miles away, 
and the trail was under more than a foot of snow, far differ¬ 
ent than the warm valley I had left below. The walking was 
easy, as the trail had been broken, and in late afternoon I 
arrived at Mount Wilson safe and sound with wet shoes and 
cold feet the only causalties. In those halcyon days there was 
a small cluster of rustic cabins, for the convenience of way¬ 
farers such as I. It didn't take long to sign and then enjoy the 
warmth and rest of a mountain cabin. By the time I had 
bathed and rested, my shoes and socks had dried out in front 
of the electric heater and it was time to dress and go to the 
dining room, just a few steps away. I arrived there just as 
the other guests were sitting down at a long table, where we 
were all served family style. The meal was hearty and deli¬ 
cious, and with the camaraderie of happy people it made for 
a delightful evening. 

After supper I found that I was a privileged guest. An 
architect friend of mine in Pasadena knew one of the astrono¬ 
mers at the observatory. I believe his name was humison. 
By that connection I gained entrance to the steel shell where 
the famount Mount Wilson Telescope was peering at the lim¬ 
itless heavens through a slot in the steel enclosure. At the 
foot of the telescope sat the astronomer, clothed in fur hat, 
fur coat, mittens and boots. At 6000 feet Mount Wilson can 
be cold on a mid-winter night. I watched for perhalps half 
an hour, but the intense cold reminded me of the snug cabin 
and a warm bed. 

Morning meant breakfast, so once more I made my way 
to the dining room. Again, I had a delightful meal with con¬ 
genial companions. But there was a ritual connected with 
breakfast. Every scrap of toast, bread and hotcakes was car¬ 
ried outside where a half dozen deer were waiting for their 
morning treat. I was told they were always there. The shy, 
beautiful creatures daintily nibbled the food from our hands, 
creating a rapport to start a perfect day.

For now, we will continue 
with the timeline and watch Arcadia become a city and 
grow. 

1887 (January) The first advertisements for the as 
yet unnamed Arcadia townsite appear in area newspa¬ 
pers. 

1887 (March) Arcadia is selected as the name for the 
new Baldwin/Unruh townsite on the Santa Anita Tract. 

1887 (May) Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail¬ 
road purchases the local railroad line and consequently 
puts Arcadia on its transcontinental route. 

1887 (June) The Arcadia Depot is constructed on 
First Avenue. 

1887 (June) Hiram Unruh constructs one of the first 
homes in the town of Arcadia, a two-story residence on 
the southeast comer of First and Falling Leaf (today’s 
Huntington Drive). It would be razed in 194S. 

1887 (June-December) Elias Baldwin constructs his 
50-room Oakwood Hotel on the west side of First Ave. 
at the comer of Santa Clara Street. The Oakwood would 
be the land sales office for many years. 

1887 (July) The San Gabriel Valley Rapid Transit 
Railroad Co. is incorporated to build a narrow-gauge 
steam rail from Monrovia to Los Angeles. 

1887 (December) Monrovia is incorporated as a city 
of the sixth class. 

1888 San Gabriel Valley Rapid Transit Railway 
(Jack Rabbit Line) is formally opened. 

1890 (November) The brick Santa Anita Depot 
opens for business at the intersection of today’s Colo¬ 
rado Blvd. and Old Ranch Road. M.C. Taylor was the 
first station agent. 

1902 (November) E.J. Baldwin signs an agreement 
with the Pacific Electric for construction of the red car 
line across Arcadia. 

1903 (March 1) First P.E. cars pass through Arcadia. 

1903 (March) Baldwin files a petition with the 

County Board of Supervisors for the incorporation of 
Arcadia into a city of the sixth class. 

1903 (May) Hearings are held before the Board of 
Supervisors to discuss Baldwin’s proposal to incorpo¬ 
rate Arcadia. The Anti-Saloon League spearheads the 
opposition. 

1903 (July 27) Arcadia is incorporated into cityhood. 
E.J. “Lucky” Baldwin is unanimously elected Mayor. 

1903 (August 3) An Arcadia City School District is 
authorized by the County. Mayor Baldwin donates a 
packing shed at the northeast comer of Santa Anita Ave. 
and Falling Leaf (Huntington Dr.) for use as the city’s 
first local school. 

1903-4 The city of Arcadia passes an ordi¬ 
nance allowing liquor licensing. Baldwin’s daughter, 
Clara Stocker, receives the first permit for Clara Villa, 
a local beer hall on First Ave. 

1904 (May 7) First edition of the Arcadia Bulletin 
is distributed with a feature article on the grand open¬ 
ing of the Clara Villa. 

1905 (Summer) Pacific Electric Railway initiates its 
Orange Grove Route for San Gabriel Valley excursion¬ 
ists. Arcadia and Baldwin’s Ranch were major stops. 

1905 (Fall) The Oakwood Hotel is refurbished to 
attract the tourist trade. 

1907 (December 7) Lucky Baldwin’s racetrack, 
Santa Anita Park, opens on the site of today’s Santa 
Anita Golf Course with 7,000 in attendance. The L.A. 
Times reports 11 saloons in operation in Arcadia for the 
“sporting element.” 

1909 (March 1) Mayor Elias Jackson Baldwin dies 
of pneumonia at his adobe ranch home at age 81. His 
heirs include two daughters, half-sisters Clara and Anita.

The year was 1980. Nick 
Pokrajac and Paul Mnoian 
were having breakfast at 
Rod’s, a favorite morning 
gathering place in Arcadia, 
California. Meeting for 
breakfast had become an en¬ 
joyable daily ritual for these 
two Arcadia Rotarians. 

On this particular morning 
an executive from Boy 
•Scouts of America joined 
them. The conversation soon 
turned to a problem the scouts 
were having. It seems they 
had begun construction on an 
administration building at 
Camp Trask but had run out 
of funds. The scout camp is 
located in the mountains 
north of Monrovia, the city 
that borders Arcadia on the 
east. Scouts running out of 
money was all Nick Pokrajac 
had to hear. 

A plan began to take shape 
in Nick’s mind. He was sure 
the Arcadia Rotary Club 
would want to come to the 
rescue. Indeed they did agree 
to help. Nick Pokrajac volun¬ 
teered to oversee the project 
and in 1981, the completed 
building was dedicated in 
honor of Cliff Lance, a past 
president of the Arcadia Ro¬ 
tary Club who donated some 
of the building materials. 
Thus began the Arcadia Ro¬ 
tary Club’s involvement in 
building a campground to 
serve scouts from the entire 
San Gabriel Valley. Having 
a camp here would make it 
possible for many scouts who 
could not afford to attend 
Camp Cherry Valley on 
Catalina Island, to have a full 
range of camping experi¬ 
ences. 

The Arcadia Rotarians’ 
interest in Camp Trask con¬ 
tinued as they decided to 
build a lake for swimming 
and boating. 

Paul Mnoian donated his 
D-8 dozer and operator to the 
task. Nick Pokrajac was 
again on board to head up the 
project. 

In order to reach the camp¬ 
site, the tractor had to havel 
on its own power from the 
bridge below the Sawpit Dam 
to the building site, a distance 
of two miles. Unfortunately, 
the tractor left cleat marks on 
the asphalt roadway. 

The dam keeper was furi¬ 
ous to say the least. In order 
to smooth ruffled feathers, 
Don Nafius, a scout executive 
and Nick Pokrajac met with 
the dam keeper. The 
Rotarians showed him the 
site and outlined their plans to 


build a lake. The dam keeper 
was so impresses with what 
he heard and saw, he never 
mentioned the damaged as¬ 
phalt again. Instead, he spoke 
of his plan to stock the lake 
with fresh fish upon comple¬ 
tion. 

During the summers 
scouts dammed up the stream 
that runs through the site and 
every winter the rains washed 
the dam away. Nick Pokrajac 
decided to ask John Fee. a 
civil engineer and fellow 
Rotarian, to design a concrete 
dam structure. Armed with 
John’s sketch, Nick was off 
and running again to make it 
happen. The dam was com¬ 
pleted on December 7,1983. 
It has withstood everything 
Mother Nature has handed 
out, including earthquakes 
and flood-like rains. 

Nick Pokrajac soon had 
another idea. He wanted to 
build rifle and archery ranges. 
Arcadia Rotarians again an¬ 
swered the call. As usual, 
Nick donated his construc¬ 
tion equipment for road 
maintenance and excavation. 
This project, including a 
range shelter, was completed 
under Nick’s supervision, 
while John Fee was president 
of Arcadia Rotary Club in 
1984-1985. 

The scouts constructed an 
outdoor kitchen building. 
However, the Los Angeles 
County Health Department 
condemned the building. The 
year was 1993, and Paul 
Lambert was president of 
Arcadia Rotary. It was de¬ 
cided that the club would 
construct a large dining hall. 


kitchen , bathrooms and 
shower rooms. 

Bob Daggett, an architect 
and fellow Rotarian of Nick 
Pokrajac’s volunteered to 
design the structure. Arcadia 
Rotary is fortunate to have 
such an excellent architect in 
the club. He donated many 
hours in the design and even 
more hours with Nick 
Pokrajac during the construc¬ 
tion phase. Rotarians built 
*the concrete forms, did all the 
f carpentry, as well as the inte¬ 
rior and exterior painting un¬ 
der the capable supervision of 
Nick Pokrajac. 

In August of 1995, the 
completed project was dedi¬ 
cated and ready for the scouts 
to enjoy. It was named 
Pokrajac Hall in honor of the 
eighty year old man who 
made it all happen. 

Recently, Nick completed 
a campmaster building and is 
in the process of building ad¬ 
ditional ones to house adult 
leaders. 

Arcadia Rotary Club is 
very proud to have played a 
part in the development and 
building of this much needed 
facility that will be enjoyed 
for years to come.

AHS Students Rank in Top 
10% in State Reports 


Compared to the 100 most similar schools in California, 
Arcadia High School ranks in the top 10th percentile in sev¬ 
eral performance levels, according to a recent High School 
Performance Report, a major component of the accountabil¬ 
ity strategy of the California Department of Education. 

When it comes to students earning college credit through 
Advance Placement examinations, AHS students rank in the 
94th percentile compared to those attending similar schools 
and in the 97th percentile of all California high schools. 

Other top reports come in the four-year completion rate, 
with a 91 percentile ranking in both the comparison group and 
the state. Arcadia High has a 97.2 % graduation rate. 

The statistic causing the most concern, according to Terry 
Towner, superintendent of the Arcadia Unified School Dis¬ 
trict, is the A-F completions. Those are the college prepara¬ 
tory classes required for entrance to University of California 
schools. Included in these courses are three years of math, four 
years of English, two years of foreign language and two years 
of laboratory science. Arcadia High ranks in the 79th percen¬ 
tile in its comparison group and 87th statewide. 

Another lower mark was reported in career-vocational 
education enrollments; however, Towner said he was not so 
concerned about these statistics because so many Arcadia 
High students are college bound. Arcadia is in the 14th per¬ 
centile in both its comparison group and at the state level. 
Overall, Arcadia received a “good report” when compared

Can you imagine having to be satisfied with only see¬ 
ing Jesus on the TV or having to contact Him through the 
internet? 

It really was in our best interest that Jesus should asend to 
the Father. But He prominsed that HE would not leave us as 
orphans. He would send the comforter, the Holy Spirit. 

Having God seem so faraway is only a matter of perspec¬ 
tive. WTien the world centrs on itself, then of course God seems 
far away. Some have even called God a “Clock maker God” 
because they believe He created the world and the laws of 
nature, set it in motion and walked off and lets it run by itself.
